department has gradually. increased, 
and now in Canada’s Jubilee year, 
we find /strong, concentrate effort 
‘working for the welfare of Canadians ~ 
through the medium of the} Health 
Department. ‘ pak 

The Quarantine Service of a coun- 
try stands for protection ‘against the 
introduction.and spread of. contagious 
diseases. In this connection theré 
are in operation five large completely - 
organized quarantine stations. Every 
-port of entry: through its custom’ off- 
cer acts aga sub-station. i 

A medical inspection of immigrants 
is carried on at all ports, of arrival 
and immigrants mentally and physic- 
ally unfit are prohibited from entry. 

The suppression and control of the 
narcotic drug traffic has.a world-wide 
significance, and“ Canada, through 
this department is well to the front 
in the work accomplished. Approxt- 
mately 253 pounds of opium. 250 
ounces of morphine and heroin: and 
127 ounces of cocaine were seized in 
Canada during the past year. No 
less than 368 aliens were deported 
from Canada after cénviction for 
various offences under’ the Act. 


Professor Allison reviewed the 
work done to educate the general pub- 
lic in Canadian literature of yester- 
day and today. This, he said, was the 
outstanding work of the.year. 

He called attention td the fact that 
although the country was celebrating 
the diamond jubilee. of confederation, 
Charles Mair, “the poet who sang be- 
side the cradle of confederation,” was 
still alive and active.
